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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 

1. Since claims are required to be consecutively numbered and since no claim is numbered 
16, claims 17-33 have been re-numbered as 16-32, respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-9, 16-24, 3 1 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ramsay et al, 6,273,727, (Ramsay). 

Ramsay teaches an apparatus and method for medication dosage conversion (note the 
abstract) which converts the input data-which includes the form of the medication (e.g. TAB, 
Fig. 7), the prescribed dosage (e.g. 3.5mg/kg, Fig. 7) and the units of the medication (e.g. mg, 
Fig. 7)- into the amount of medication to administer to the patient (e.g. Administered Dose 1 
TAB, Fig. 8). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

4. Claims 19-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 19; steps (b) and (d) are mis-descriptive because the standard pharmaceutical unit 
is not "calculated". Similarly note claim 32. The step of claim 24 is inconsistent with step (e) 
of claim 19. In claim 28 the phrase "said third set of keys" lacks clear antecedent basis. The 
step of claim 29 fails to be clearly related to the previously recited sequence of steps. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 10-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 25-30 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Specification 

7. Page 11; lines 1-13 are inconsistent with Fig. 4.
